000 in 1932 to $2,593,000,000 last 
year;

duction increased from $4,377,000,- 
000 to $6,900,000,00 in the

—Retail sales of 704 independent 
stores in Texas reporting to thu 
department of commerce in co-op- 
eration with the bureau of busi- 
ness research, University of Tex- 
as, showed an increase of 18 per 
cent in dollar volume for May 
1936, as compared witH the same 
month for 1935, according to pre- 
liminary estimates. 
This report, 


which covers the .larger Independ- 
ent stores, represents 21 kinds of 
business. 


When adjusted for the number 


of working days^.May. 193/V-salos 
showed an increase of about 9 
per cent from April, 1936. With- 
out adjustment either for the num- 
ber of working days or for sea- 
sonal Influences, May sales were 
about 4 per cent higher than in 
April. Lumber and building ma- 
terial dealers, and furniture groups 
led the gains.

health officer, said today 
that 


malaria Is too prevalent in Cor- 
sicana, and asked the citizens to 
assist In preventing It. He called 
upon citizens to drain all stand- 
ing water, and oil the water that 
cannot be drained, to prevent the 
multiplication 
of 
mosquitoes, 


which are the only carriers of 
malaria. 
Dr. Shell's statement follows. 
Majarla Is a disease which Is 


contracted only by the bite of a 
mosquito and only by th* female 
anopheles. 
It is not contracted 


by drinking bad water, eating 
the wrong kind of food nor In 
any other way. These mosquitoes 
must get the disease by biting a 
persori Infected with malaria. The 
malaria parasites then develop in 
the mosqultoe's body, taking from 
7 to 14 days in summer for full 
development. 


Mosquitoes lay their eggs 
In 


still water and it takes from 12 
to 16 days for the adult mosquito 
to develop. Therefore, if water 
is not allowed to stand over 10 
days the mosquito is not likely 
to develop. The anopheles mos- 
quitoes prefer clean water 
and 


favorite places are small, shady, 
shallow pools with grassy edges, 
They 
also 
develop 
In 
cattle 


tracks, tin cans, old rubber tires 
or other trash that holds water. 


Chills, Fever Result. 


After the parasites enter the 


red blood cells of man and when 
the cells break down from the 
development of tbe parasite 
in 


them, a chill and fever is caused 
in tbe sick person. It takes ap- 
proxfmately 
150,000,000 
parasites 


dividing.at the same time to lib- 
erate enough poison to produce a 
chill, but there are usually many 
more than this so one can read- 
ily understand how much Infec- 
tion a person carries in his body 
when he has malaria and how 
easy It Is for a mosquito to suck 
the felood from one Individual and 
transmit malaria to another. 


Malaria can be prevented by 


protecting- one's self against the 
bite of the mosquito. Therefore, 
drainage of all standing water, 
oiling of water that cannot be 
drained, removal of empty cans, 
bottles, old tires, and other trash 
should be done. Houses should be 
well screened and even mosquito 
bars 
used 
If necessary. 
Oiling 
water prevents the larvae from 
getting air which they must have 
to live. It should be done once 
every ten days and kerosene or 
crank-case oil (a few drops) are 
the test to use.

WAR RESPONSIBILITY 


The British War Minister 


ia alarmed because he can't 
alarm 
his fellow-English- 


men. Not enough men are 
enlisting to meet Britain's 
military expansion program. 
In a public speech the oth- 
er day the minister said it 
was the "duty" of the au- 
thorities to "frighten the 
people out of their wits." 


The European situation, 


he believes, is far more crit- 
ical than it was in the early 
summer of 1914, yet "it is 
difficult 
to 
persuade our 


own people of the dangers 
that lie ahead. We are jok- 
ing and laughing and refus- 
ing to face facts." 


It was on June 28, 1914, 


that the assassination of an 
Austrian archduke led to a 
diplomatic situation which 
was so badly handled in the 
capitals of Europe that it 
set most of the armies of 
the world to marching. The 
Great War followed. 


There is one difference 


between that summer and 
this one. Everybody then 
scoffed at the idea of a se- 
rious war. Even when it be- 
gan they thought it would 
be short. This summer no 
one who reads or hears can 
be ignorant of the 
peril. 


War has been expected for 
months. So many people are 
frightened about 
it 
that 


every time an "incident" 
seems about to set off the 
explosion, 
diplomats 
and 


leaders everywhere try to 
stall and compromise until 
the immediate danger has 
passed. 


This may not be the best 


way to prevent war, but it 
postpones the evil day, at 
least, and keeps open the 
chance for some rational so- 
lution of Europe's problems. 
The British young men who 
won't enlist may be putting 
the responsibility 
on 
the 


•iatesmen. 


FARM POPULATION 
The depression not only 


checked the movement of 
farm people to the cities, 
but turned it clear around 
and sent the streams pour- 
ing back to the farms. The 
Census Bureau reports that 
on Jan. 1, 1935, the farm 
population of the United 
States stood at its highest 
recorded level, 31,800,907. 


Some 
agricultural 
re- 


gions continued to lose pop- 
ulation even in the 
1930- 


1935 period. The greatest 
declines occurred in certain 
tobacco-cotton 
areas 
and 


in the worst-hit drouth re- 
gion. 


The great increases were 


close to industrial and min- 
"ing centers, which seems 
to indicate the hope of fac- 
tory workers to supplement 
city wages with farm pro 
duce. Many formerly aban- 
doned farms were re-oc- 
cupied, and many c i t y 
dwellers returned to the 
farm homes of their par- 
ents or relatives. It is pos- 
sible that this latter group 
will return to 
the 
cities 


again if they see a chance 
for their old or similar jobs 
there. 


These migrations are eas- 


ily made nowadays. There 
Is no wilderness to be con- 
quered, but good roads in- 
viting the seeker for oppor- 
tunity or subsistence. So 
far there is very little effort 
to direct the movement of 
such masses of humanity to 
the regions that need them 
or in which they would be 
happiest and most success- 
ful. 
We don't know how to 


do that, and we are not 
even .sure we want to do it. 
.*. 


Italy now struts around 


in her "First Year of the 
Empire." Remember when 
we were an empire, too, af- 
ter we took the Philippines? 
And now, for business rea- 
sons, Uncle Sam is domestic 
again.

MISTAKEN WITNESSES. 


Two professors tested the 


powers of observation of a 
class of 216 students 
by 


putting on an unannounced, 
15-second act and then ask- 
ing the students to tell ex- 
actly what happened. While 
the first professor was lec- 
turing, the second profes- 
sor came hurriedly Into the 
room, presented him a slip 
of blue paper which the 
first tried in vain not to ac- 
cept, and then left. The 
messenger wore a red base- 
ball cap and brown over- 
coat. 


Most of the class recalled 


the coat correctly, b u t 
thought the messenger wore 
a "hat," "nothing on his 
head," a "skull cap," a 
"stocking cap," a "tam."j 
Only 18 knew how long the 
faked 
altercation 
lasted. 


Fifty-three students had no 
idea of the time it occurred. 


Again, most of the class 


knew the paper was blue, 
while 28 said it was yellow 
and nine said white. 
No 


blows were exchanged, but 
181 students thought one or 
the 
other 
professor had 


struck his colleague. The 
messenger had lectured for 
six hours before those same 
students and had conducted 
two quizzes, yet 64 of them 
were unable to identify him. 
Their recollections of 
the 


conversation which had tak- 
en place were extremely in- 
acurate. 


If the students had known 


of the test and been told 
to observe carefully, their 
reports would unquestion- 
ably have been more sucess- 
ful. As it was, they were 
successful only in demon- 
strating the unreliability of 
eye-witnesses to accidents 
or crimes. Often such testi- 
mony is less trustworthy 
than 
circumstantial 
evi- 


dence.

PRESIDENTIAL TERMS 


The American Institute of 


Public Opinion, one of the 
national probers that tell us 
what we think about public 
problems before we know 
ourselves, has been getting 
the scientific low-down on 
th old debating-club ques- 
tion: "Should a President 
serve for one six-year term 
without re-election?" 


The verdict is 74 per cent 


to 26 in favor of the pres- 
ent system, a four-year term 
with eligibility to re-elec- 
tion. Sentiment runs even in 
both political parties and all 
sections. So this 
question 


may be regarded as settled 
for a few more years 
at 


least. 


No third terms, though! 


The preccedent s e t by 
George Washington in his 
voluntary refusal to run for 
another four years seems to 
be regarded as binding, or 
at least wise policy. But the 
verdict on this point is 
much less conclusive, being 
only 57 per cent against a 
third term. 


It is interesting to find 


that 56 per cent 
of 
the 


Democrats and only 22 per 
cent of the Republicans vote 
in favor of third-term eligi- 
bility. Most observers would 
not have expected so great 
a difference. 


Thus the general verdict 


seems to stand as follow??: 
One good term deserves an- 
other, and two good-terms 
might possibly deserve a 
third, but the party in pow- 
er would have to make a 
mighty good case to per- 
suade the country.

Li- 
censes doubtless will not be 
renewed for drivers who are 
often involved in accidents. 


The New York Herald- 


Tribune inquires why there 
should not be space on li- 
censes for records of merit, 
where a driver could have 
inscribed ttye years or miles 
uriven without accident or 
traffic violation. Most driv- 
ers would gladly compete 
for such a certificate 
of 


ability. Any widespread ef- 
fort to excel in safe driving, 
decreasing the number of 
accidents, would save lives 
and limbs, lower insurance 
rates and prolong the life of 
cars.

BEQUEATHED BY THE LATE 


CHARLES H. MILLS 


AS MEMORIAL 


AUSTIN, June 27.—(Spl.)—The 
Roger Q. Mills Library, a collec- 
tion of 543 books of general na- 
ture, has just been received by 
the University of Texas, Donald 
Coney, University librarian, an- 
nounced. The library 
was

queathed to the University by the 
will of Charles H. Mills in May 
1933, as a memorial to his fath- 
er Roger Q. Mills, who was for 
four years a United States Sen- 
ator from Texas. 


Charles H. Mills, a native Tex- 
an, was a banker and oil man in 
Corsicana for many years. He ser- 
ved aa a member of the legislature 
frorn that district.

father 


Roger Q. Mills came to Texas in 
1849. He was admitted to the bar 
at the age of 20, was in the Con- 
federate army, and was in con- 
gress from 1873 to 1893. He was 
genator from Texas from 1893 to 
1897. Roger Q. Mills died in 1911. 


Along with the library, the Uni- 


versity received a plaster bust of 
Roger Q. Mills made by H.' Y. 
Ellicott in 1899. Most of the books 
formed the private 
library 
of 
Roger Q. Mills but a few were 
added by his son. The library con- 
tains some of, the best examples 
of English and American liter- 
ature., histories of Texas and the 
United States, biographies, and 
classics, .A large part of the col- 
lection is composed of political 
works such aa the journals of the 
United States Congress and the 
journals of the Confederate Con- 
gress.
